In North ('arolinu, on Greon river, in 


Henderson county, is a mine from which 
zircon is du>;

hollow column Of zirconia is left, exactly 
tho shape of the cotton wick. This heats 
white hot nnd glows like an electric 
light.' It seems almost to last forever if 
it does not get broken. This is tho now 
est rival to tbo electric light.

A genuine instance where oil abated 


the force of a raging sea has oc- 
curred off Cape Katteras.

line steamer Chattahoochie, bound from 
Savannah to New York, was struck by 
the tremendous April Atlantic storm. 
The most dangerous portion of tho At- 
lantic coast is that in the vicinity of 
Capo Ilatterns. Snow, rain and great 
hail stones struck tho ship, accompanied 
by furious \\ inds.

It lessened the force of 
the waves and helped the disabled ship to 
ride the storm in safety.

This doctrine 
ho declared to be quito consistent with 
orthodox Christianity. He set forth this 
view in his tiook, the "Conflict of Ages," 
about forty years ago.

An American's Pleasure Trip. 


No despot of tho Orient or monarch of 


Kuiopo ever traveled in such sumptuous 
luxury as a certain simple American 
citizen does, who is making a pleasure 
trip with his family and a few friends. 
There is not, there never has been, such 
splendid and luxurious private living 
anywhere on earth as there now ia in the 
United States. 
Europeans, even the 


richest of them, stand agape at tho cost- 
ly hospitality of American homes. 


Dr. W. Seward Webb, son-in-law of 


W. II. Vanderbilt, is now making a 20,- 
000 mile pleasure tour. 


The party have their own train of four 


cara. The cara cost §100,000. 
They aro 


finished in mahogany. 
Ono of them has 


a square lookout, ivitli glass sides. There 
are separate batli rooms and bedrooms as 
in ;i spacious home. The trip will be 
prolonged two months. Its cost will be 
$100.000. The train is made up of Wag- 
iier palace cars. 


Tbo trip takes in first Niagara Falls. 


Its chief interest to outsiders is, first, tho 
money it costs; next, the many different 
railroads over which this palaco train 
will glide during its journey. North 
America is spider webbed and criscrossed 
with iron tracks from Atlantic to Pacific 
oceans, and almost from arctic zone to 
torrid. 


The \Vebb party will go in their trav- 


eling Aladdin's palace from New York 
southwestward to California and Mex- 
ico. 
Then they will take in Oregon 


and come eastward to St. Paul and 
Minneapolis over the Northern Pacific. 
After that they will proceed northward 
and run over the Canadian tracks and 
westward again to Vancouver. At Van- 
couver Dr. Webb has chartered the new 
steel steamer Islander for himself and 
party. It will cost him $450 a day. The 
party will journey in the steamer to 
Alaska. When they are tired of Alaska 
and tho ocean they will return to Van- 
couver. Their palace train will then 
bring them over the Canadian Pacific to 
Montreal and home again. And the 
reader will finish the schedule of tbe trip 
with tho thought, How much money 
there is in America! 


The overflow from Oklahoma will have 


opportunity to wait for the opening of 
the next land in Indian territory. This 


be the "Cherokee strip." It will

During tlio war for Texas independence the 


Tcxans wcro mon, for tho most part, from 
the southern and western states. They were 
unerring marksmen, and were accustomed to 
handling tho riflo from boyhood up. 


When Gen. Cos, who was captured at San 


Jacinto, was asked, when a prisoner at Gal- 
vcston, how he camo to surrender a fortress 
with 2,500 regular troops at San Antonio to 
luss than 300 American civilians, without 
discipline, and almost without officers, ho re- 
plied : 


"Why, sir, what could I do? We could 


not ovun show a finger but it was shot off. 
My men could not stand it a.-iy longer. They 
would liavo as soon fought tbo devil himself. 
I had to surrender." 


But of all tho fights that ever I was in, 


give mo the battle of Conception, or, as it 
was better known at the time, "tho battle of 
tho Horseshoe." It seems now to be quite 
forgotten at homo, and was never known 
abroad. The capture of tho Alamo made so 
much noise as to completely swamp the glory 
of my pet scrimmage. 


Tho truth about tho battle is this: Burlison, 


witli 800 men, had taken post on the San 
Antouo river, somo distance below the town, 
md inure he lay waiting for re-enforcemeuts 
ueforo he should attack a place that, de- 
'cndcd by as many Americans as it had 
Mexicans, would have been imprepmbla 


It was deemed advisable to advance nearer 


upon the town, find accordingly volunteers 
were called for to reconnoiter tho country 
about the enemy's position, and to search for 


L safe and convenient spot for tho army to 
idvanco and encamp upon. 


Ninety-two men stopjied forward, and I 


among thorn. Wo were ordered to proceed 
up tho river until within six or seven miles 
of San Antono, and after selecting a proper 
pot to return before night. The army was 
,o march and take up their new position on 
h'j next day. So off wo started, every man 
ipor his own hook, for although we hod 
hosu among us who afterwards distinguished 
hcniselves as officers, yet with tho exception 
>f an old Indian fighting general no ono 
assumed any particular command. We had 
pt'cial orders to avoid any collision with the ' 
nemy, and to retreat upon tho least symp- 
oni of danger. As tho men, however, wero 
airly "froze fora fight," there was littlo 
banco of their orders being obeyed, if fort- 
mo should send the Mexicans our way. 


Not finding any within the prescribed dis- 


nnc-o, wo deteniniK'd to advance nearer upon 
liu town, and pushed on until wo found, near 
ho old Misaiou Conception, and threo miles 
Delow-Bexar, as lovely a camp ground aa 
ver fell to the lot of weary soldiers. A bend 
i tho river, known as tho "Horseshoe," had 
pon its shore a pieco of bottom land, above 
v liich. tho prairie rose likoa hue of wall, so as to 
orm a perfect breastwork, and although tho 
alter was not more than four feet higher 
than tho bottom, yet, as it curved around on 
either side until it mot the river, a better 
position for infantry could hardly he conceived 
of. Wood and water on tho spot, tho river 
for our rear defense, and tho prairie wall for 
our front, no wonder that we gave a cheer 
when wo found it, and no wonder, either, 
that we determined not to return to tho main 
bady, but to send back two messengers, and 
for ourselves to camp for tho night and await 
Burlison's arrival. 


All notion of fighting passed away, and we 


foolishly imagined that our present situation 
was unknown to tho enemy. Wo were about 
as wise as tho silly bird that hides her head 
in the bush, and thinks herself perfectly saf 
until "a fire in tho rear" convinces her to 
late of her error. Wo had not been at ou 
new camp moro than an hour beforo Mcxicai 
women began to como in, with their difleren 
articles for sale. Wo bought of their wares 
and they immediately after leaving cam] 
went up to Bexor and reported our cxac 
number. I found afterward that they gavi 
our force as ninety-two, which it was a 
the time, although two men were sent bac] 
to Burlison. 


Night drew on. \Vo mado our firo, cooke< 


our supper, ate-, drank, smoked and wero 
merry. A guard was set, and ono by one tho 
rest departed for tho land of Nod. Although 
camped on a "bottom," I slept like a top 
Towards morning my neighbor—I almosi 
said bed fellow, for our blankets alraosl 
touched—grasped my leg gently and woko 
me up.

What is iu" inquired I, in a half asleep 


and thoroughly cross tone.

It was a very fortunate thing for us that 


they wero obliged to cross not more than 200 
yards below the camp, for had they come 
down on the prairie side wo would probably 
uot have heard them, as we would have been 
to tho windward. 


Bov.'io went cautiously about the camp, and 


arousing a few old scouts to help him, soon 
ha€l every man in camp awako and prepared 
without the Icas^noiae being mads hi tho pre- 
mature reveille. 


We spread ourselves entirely around our 


small p ecv of bottom land, facing the prairie, 
know ing that thence must como tbe attack. 
Presently wo heard the enemy crossthcriver. 
Hod our senses not been sharpened to the ut- 
most by o knowledge of impending and im- 
minent danger, we protiably could not have 
difctuigin'Ebed the Blight noise attending their 
crossing from the rushing sweep of the river, 
but so proternaturally acute did our hearing 
become that the low toned words of com- 
mand could bo distinctly separated from tho 
other surrounding sounds. There was just 
air enough to convey the slightest noise to us 
without then- being sufficient to disturb even 
a leaf. 


At last they were all over, and then slowly 


and carefully did they march round to tako 
post on our front, preparatory to their in- 
tended attack. We could hear them range 


themselves, but a thick mist was rising f roii 
the river, and everything was by this time 
concealed from our eyes.

woman's, ticket wn-i re-elected. At Cot- 
ton wood Falls and Ross\illc, two small 
pl.uvs. all the officers elected, from 
mayor down, were women. Whole 
fam- 


ilies,—father, mother, sons nnd daugli- 
t* rs, in some instances—went to the 
lKill,i!i a part} nnd cast their ballots. 
In Topi I;:i (lie women were more inter- 
ested in election than the men. Clean 
Mrect.s and good schools were something 
that appealed to them directly, because 
of their homi'H anil children. 


Women shared all the perils and Imrtl- 


ships of the war for a free state in Kan 
sos in the beginning. That fact appealed 
so btrongly to tho chivalry of llje men 
who adopted the Kansas constitution 
that they invited a woman, Mrs. Nich- 


ols, 
to speak in tho convention. She did 


so. and asked for equality of rights for 
women with men in the matter of prop- 
erty and tho control of children. It was 
granted. 


In Topeka alouo 2,300 votes were cast 


by women this spring. Colored ladies 
were conveyed to the polls in carriages 
!iy their whito sister voters.

".ho pure metal is about the color of tin, 
and takes a brilliant polish. 


Thus far, on account of its high price, 


the use of aluminum is restricted chiefly 
to alloys. It alloys readily with all the' 
other metals, even with iron. 
It is 


already mingled with that metal in iron 
and steel castings. It improves them re- 
markably in the matter of non-breakabil- 
ity. It also prevents flaws and air holes. 


When aluminum can be cheaply pro- 


duced wo shall build houses of it. Car- 
riages, cars and steamboats will be made 
nf this shining metal. Some genius has 
now only to show us how to extract it 
cheaply from our inexhaustible clay hills. 


Lincoln's Assassination. 


John T. Ford was proprietor of the 


Thea,tre at which President Lincoln was 
assassinated, at 10:30 p. m. April 14, 
1885, twenty-four years ago this April. 
Mr. Ford contributes to the lost North 
American Review a paper which throws 
historic light on the case of Mrs. Sur- 
ratt. Mr. Ford Insists most earnestly 
that in her execution an innocent woman 
was officially strangled by the United 
Stateu government. It may be so. In 
that period of horror and excitement it 
is quite possible that nice discriminations 
•were not made. 


Mr. Ford's evidence shows that John 


"VVilkes Booth could have had no knowl- 
edge that President Lincoln was to be at 
the theatre the evening of April 14 till 
noon of that same day. The plot, such 
as it was, was arranged with Payne and 
-Adzerott after that hour. Mrs. Surratt 
Jiad gone out of Washington to tho coun- 
try early that morning. 


Mr. Ford brings evidence to show that 


Mrs. Surratt had no knowledge of the 
conspiracy. 
Five members of the mili- 


tary commission that sentenced her 
signed a recommendation to the presl- 
/lent for mercy in her case. Mr. Ford 
believes this was never laid "before the 
president.

It is spontaneous and hearty and poetic 
enough to make up for all the dismal metrical 
platitudes that we have ever been treated to. 
The criticised editors could with truth reply 
lhat such poems are extremely rare, and lhat 
if they waited for this inspirtorial.verse they 
would generally go to press without any. 
But architectural poetry is poor stuff, and 
most of us would rather have none.

DomcKtlc Cuws Corralled to Nurture the 


Wild Young Ouca—A Sample Hunt and 
What It Netted—What Muternal Affec- 
tion Will Dare and Do. 


Until within tho last five years it was not 


strange or uncommon for buffalo cows and 
calves to bo found herded with the wild 
cattlo of tho ranges, and the spring round ups 
always reported more or less sport for the 
daring and reckless "cow punchers" with 
bun'alo calves. Western men havo at last, 
however, begun to realize, with more than a 
littlo regret, that tho large droves of buffaloes 
rooming at will over the trackless plains of 
tho territories formed sights that are forever 
to bo lost, and to realize also that tho shame- 
ful slaughter of these picturesque brutes has 
been a. waste of gold. Tho fact that tho do- 
mesticated buffalo and tho cross breeds are 
both very valuable and easily herded is just 
now giving a now zest to the sport of buffalo 
hunting, and tho dangers of the chase are in- 
creased ten fold by the fact that the object 
now is not to kill, but to capture. 


To make prisoners of tho young or to bring 


upon one's self tho fierce avenging fury of a 
buffalo cow, by throwing a rope over hor 
calf, requires tho utmost self possession as 
well as that peculiar daredevil familiarity 
with saddlo and horso which aro found so 
fully developed in the range riders of the 
western plains. The hunt is profitless if the 
calves are injured, and tho preparations for 
tho caro of tho captives are not only minute, 
but necessarily expensive. 
Domestic cows 


are provided as wet nurses, and a constant 
watchfulness Is observed over these compul- 
sory foster mothers until they have overcome 
a not unnatural repugnance to their new 
charges. Tho calves, however, when captured 
aud placed in a corral with their nurses, dis- 
play no excessive modesty In foraging for 
milk, and their impetuous raids upon tho new 
commissary aro extremely amusing. 


An important clement in the buffalo hunt- 


ing of today is tho fact that the females give 
birth to their young very early hi the spring, 
and tho hunt must bo accomplished before the 
beginning of tho spring round up of cattle, 
or the calves become too strong to capture 
alive,

with tho pleasures of anticipation and whose 
wagon was packed with comfortable bedding, 
"grub," cooking utensils, and last, but not 
least, a varied assortment, consisting of sour 
ma&h, Martel cigars, tobacco, pipes, rifles, 
etc. 
Beside him sat John, rotund, smiliug 


and evidently content with tho world as it is. 


Tho roar wagon contained 2,000 pounds of 


baled hay and a quantity of ropo to bo used 
for lariats, and was manned by a notable 
Johu, who, tho colonel sworo, could trans- 
form a jack rabbit into a pullet, or if tho very 
worst should befall them, could broil tho 
harness leather so that it would be as good as 
a 
'crloin. 


Three days' tn/vcliug carried the party to 


the northern boundary of the Red desert, 
where wero waiting the hunters—Wright, 
Chnpman and Gomez, a Mexican vaquero. 
Each hunter had a "string" of eight horsea 
Twenty-flvo dollars was tho stipulated price 
of each calf which shotlld bo caught unin- 
jured and bound by tho feet.

After quietly riding for an hour Gomez 


called attention to a buffalo trail, and fol- 
lowed it at somo distance In advance of the 
others, carefully watching ahead. Tho trail 
lead through sago brush, over the plains, 
across innumerable draws, until 
Gomez 


reached tho summit of a low range of hills, 
when ho suddenly wheeled his horso and re- 
turned to the party 
Instantly all was ex- 


citement; tho game was in sight. One enor- 
mous bull, four cons aud threo calves wero 
browsing, unsuspicious of danger, about hah? 
a mile away from tho party. Fresh horses 
were roped and saddled, and the hunters 
separated to surround tho herd with as littlo 
noise as possible 
At a signal from Wright, 


given when each of the hunters had crept as 
close as possible, the threo horses made a dash 
forward. With a snort of fear tho bull threw 
up his head, and seeing Wright rushing upon 
him ho wheeled in blind terror and plunged 
headlong towards Chapman, whoso horso 
reared and 
fell backward. 
As Chapman 


swung himself out of tho saddlo unhurt the 
tcrriiiod bruto want past him liko a cyclone.

Meanwhile Gomez had thrown his ropo 


over a calf, and was in the act of getting out 
of his saddlo to tie the calf's legs when the 
mother came dashing through tho sago brush 
with a savago bellowing for her young.

tnez dropped his ropo and swung his horse 
around, and the cow, finding both Gotnez 
and Wright galloping toward hor 
from 


tho rear, (led. panic stricken, and her calf 
was secured. Cy this timo tho others of tho 
liord wero a milo away with Chapman flying 
after them. Another calf was run down and 
tied before its mother had sufficiently recov- 
ered from her fright to notice its abscnco. 
The three hunters then put their horses to a 
gallop to run down tho remaining calf. A 
half hour's hard riding brought them up to 
tho band agnin, but this time under vastly 
different choleric conditions. 


The cows that had lost their calves wero 


furious, and tlio one whoso calf was still with 
her wosdis|K>sed to fight savagely 
The calf 


was exhausted by the run and the cows wero 
decidedly vicious. So, giving^ their horses a 
breathing space, the three hunters separated 
again, corning upon the band from different 
points. 
As they approached cautiously, in- 


tending if possible to stampede tho herd aud 
rope the calf as it fell behind, one of tho in- 
furiated cows made a sidelong dash, and in a 
twinkling Wright's long legs were in the air 
aud his horse lay kicking in tho sage brush, 
whilo tho cow was plunging away down tho 
plain with the speed of an unlimited ex- 
press.

One of the wagons was brought up 


and tho calves loaded into it. Saddle horses 
were again changed and tho party moved the 
camp about twelve miles to a corral, where 
domestic cows were held awaiting their new 
charges. 


Tho following day was spent in a fruitless 


search for other buffaloes, but on the third 
day two other calves wero captured, making 
in all live captives as the result of a ten day;' 
bunt.—New Yotk Herald.
